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How  Will  Parking  Plans  for  New  UCSF  Campus 
At  Mission  Bay  Affect  Potrero  Hill  Neighbors?

Participants  in  a  Nov.  5  Community 
Meeting  held  at  the  ILWU  Local  34  Hall 
received  a  preview  of  some  of  the  dis- 
cussions that  are  sure  to  develop  when 
UCSF's  Draft  Campus  Master  Plan  for 
Mission  Bay  is  released  to  the  public 
this  month. 

Among  the  key  issues  that  is  likely  to 
have  an  effect  on  Potrero  Hill  is  the 
question  of  parking  for  employees  and 


others  using  the  UCSF  campus  that  is 
scheduled  to  be  a  major  part  of  the 
huge  Mission  Bay  development. 

According  to  UCSF's  Bruce  Spalding, 
some  9,100  employees  will  be  working 
at  the  new  campus,  although  some  will 
be  working  on  staggered  shifts  rather 
than  during  peak  employment  hours. 

Currently,  the  draft  plan  contains 
proposals  for  two  garages  off  13th  and 
15th  Streets,  and  three  garages  off 
Owens  and  Sixth  Streets.  They  would 
contain  a  total  of  4,600  parking  spaces, 


Stressing  that  the  plan  is  only  a  draft, 
Spalding  admitted  that  housing  advocates 
have  urged  "that  instead  of  proposing 
off-site  housing  for  employees,  perhaps 
some  of  the  land  currently  earmarked 
for  parking  structures  should  be  used 
instead  for  housing"  for  faculty  and 
others  employed  on  the  new  UCSF 
campus. 

Dick  Millet,  President  of  the  Potrero 
Boosters  Neighborhood  Assn.  end  a 
member  of  the  UCSF  Community 
Advisory  Group,  agreed  with  this  view, 
claiming  that  he  was  "disturbed  by  the 


amount  of  employee  parking  -  one  stall 
for  every  two  employees  is  way  too  rich. 
Other  things  in  the  area,  such  as  the 
Giants  ballpark  and  the  hotel,  are  not 
going  to  have  parking." 

But  Paul  Sherrill,  like  Millet  a  Potrero 
Hill  resident,  an  architect  and  a  member 
of  the  Community  Advisory  Group,  dis- 
agreed. Pointing  out  that  he  is  a  "near 
neighbor"  to  the  proposed  UCSF  campus, 
Sherrill  noted  that  "i  don't  want  to  be 
overrun  by  cars.  Keep  the  spaces  for  a

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Development  Fight 

Editor: 

Kudos  to  The  Potrero  View  and  Carol 
Peterson  for  their  superb  coverage  of 
development  issues  that  affect  our 
community  (Live/Work,  Mission  Bay,  and 
SPUR).  These  large  projects  often  get 
the  attention,  but  there  is  a  related, 
though  less  obvious,  development  issue 
that  is  just  as  critical  to  this  community 
—me  graauai  replacement  ot  neighbor- 
hood residences  with  vastly  larger  build- 
ings. 

Developers  seek  to  build  to  the  maxi- 
mum in  every  dimension,  leading  to  tall, 
wide  condos  that  cover  most  of  the  lot. 
These  big  buildings  on  single  lots  indi- 
vidually have  the  greatest  effects  on 
their  immediate  neighbors,  but  in 
aggregate  they  change  the  character  of 
the  neighborhood,  create  problems  with 
parking,  reduce  open  space,  add  illegal 
units,  and  increase  population  density. 
Such  developments  on  single  lots  are 
dotted  ail  across  the  community. 

My  neighbors  and  family  recently  won 
an  important  victory,  blocking  such  a 
development  at  407  Connecticut  Street 
(near  19th  Street).  The  developers,  who 
own  a  lot  of  property  on  Potrero  Hill,  are 
Allan  Thompson,  the  former  building 
inspector,  and  his  wife  Lorraine.  They 
want  to  demolish  the  old  Victorian 
single  family  home  and  replace  it  with 
huge  condos.  The  City's  staff  was 
prepared  to  approve  the  development. 
However,  the  Planning  Commission 
ruled  that  it  was  too  large  and  violated 
the  Residential  Design  Guidelines,  which 
implement  Proposition  M,  the  initiative 
to  preserve  neighborhood  character. 

The  Thompsons  have  not  complied 
with  the  Planning  Commission's  ruling. 
Instead,  they  are  back  with  an  Appeal, 
not  a  proposal  for  a  more  appropriate 
development.  If  the  Board  of  Appeals 
rules  in  theThompson's  favor,  Potrero 
Hill  can  look  forward  to  lots  of  large, 
new  condos.  However,  if  the  Board 
denies  their  appeal,  we  protect  a  strong 
precedent  against  new  building  that 
violates  neighborhood  character. 

You  can  do  several  things  to  help 
establish  this  important  precedent. 
Among  them: 

Write  a  letter  to  the  Board  of  Appeals 
by  January  7,  1999.  (Please  also  send  a

Too  bad  we  can't  have  a 
fireplace,  huh?

BOOSTERS  DISAGREE  WITH  STADIUM  PLAN 

in  an  open  letter  to  Mayor  Art  Agnos,  the  Potrero  Boosters  and  Merchants  Assn. 
expressed  profound  disagreement  with  his  plan  for  a  baseball  stadium  and  sports  arena 
at  the  foot  of  Potrero  Hill.  The  letter  said  ".  .  .  it  is  hard  to  believe  that  you  hold 
the  questionable  value  of  pleasing  Bob  Lurie  (then  owner  of  the  Giants),  or  attracting 
a  National  Hockey  League  team,  over  the  clear  benefits  of  South  Beach  housing,  a 
first-rate  Mission  Bay  project,  the  development  of  the  Townsend  Street  public  market, 
and  the  promotion  of  liveable,  human-scale  neighborhoods.  .  ." 

HOW  THE  HILL  VOTED 

Analysis  of  the  1988  presidential  election  showed  that  88%  of  voters  on  Potrero  Hill 
chose  Michael  Dukakis,  over  12%  for  George  Bush,  and  for  the  Senate.  85%  for  Leo 
McCarthy  over  15%  for  Pete  Wilson.  We  sure  know  how  to  pick  'em.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  Hill  voted  for  winners  Nancy  Pelosi  for  Congress  by  84%,  and  John  Burton 
for  Assembly  by  81%. 

VOLUNTEER  ENERGY  KEEPS  HILL  CLINIC  FUNCTIONING 

In  the  face  of  a  severe  financial  crisis  in  1988.  volunteers  were  helping  keep  the 
Caleb  Clark  Clinic  open.  Some  clinic  patients  stepped  in  to  fill  the  jobs  of  the  regu- 
lar clerical  staff,  to  answer  phones,  greet  clients  and  make  appointments.  The 
clinic  reapplied  for  federal  funds  so  it  can  rehire  its  regular  employees. 

ACTIVISTS  PROPOSE  CHANGES  TO  MISSION  BAY  PLAN 

The  Mission  Bay  Consortium  told  the  Planning  Commission  to  reduce  commercial 
office  uses,  increase  the  share  of  affordable  housing  units  and  subsidize  one-half  of 
Mission  Bay  units  to  be  affordable  to  families  earning  up  to  $32,000  a  year  for  a 
family  of  four.  The  Citizens'  Alternative,  a  combination  of  PLAN,  the  Mission  Creek 
Conservancy  and  SF  Tomorrow,  proposes  that  there  be  no  commercial  office  space 
in  Mission  Bay  because  of  overbuilding  of  such  space  in  the  city,  and  proposed  lower 
cost  ground  level  service  and  commercial  and  light  industrial  space,  with  research 
and  development  facilities  above,  and  8,500  housing  units,  one-half  of  which  should 
be  affordable. 

MAXWELL  HONORED  AGAIN 

Enola  Maxwell,  director  of  the  Neighborhood  House,  was  appointed  by  Rep.  Nancy 
Pelosi,  to  the  California  Electoral  College,  enabling  her  to  vote  for  Michael  Dukakis 
for  a  second  time. 

AND  TWENTY  YEARS  AGO 

PG&E  planned  to  develop  a  $200  million  combined  cycle  plants,  capable  of  produc- 
ing 400  megawatts  of  electricity,  at  Illinois  and  22nd  Street,  to  be  opened  in  1981. 
Four  combustion  turbine  generators,  fuelled  by  distillate  oil,  and  one  steam  genera- 
tor would  replace  the  existing  generators.  A  108,000  gallon  fuel  holder  would  be 
built  as  well  as  an  eight  inch  pipeline  to  carry  fuel  from  Brisbane.  .  .  A  Christmas 
celebration  was  planned  by  the  18th  Street  merchants  .  .  .  The  View  editorial  mourn- 
ed the  loss  of  two  friends,  Harvey  Milk  and  George  Moscone,  who  were  murdered 
by  former  Supervisor  Den  White.

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Mission  Rock  Resort  ^ 
To  Re-Open  This  Month

The  Mission  Rock  Resort  on  Chinu 
tiasin  Street  will  open  in  its  new  incar- 
nation before  iJic  end  of  this  year. 
The  ok)  ediTicc  had  to  be  razed  because 
of  its  deteriorated  state  and  llie  now 
version  is  now  close  to  completion. 

The  now  sign  out  front  bears  the 
name  "Kelly's  Mission  Rock  Resort." 
The  Keily  in  question  is  Jim  Kelly. 
This  former  Policro  Hill  resident  (now 
of  Bcrnal  Heights)  was  involved  in  Pat 
O'Shea's  on  (icary  Blvd.  prior  to  obtain- 
ing the  lease  for  tlic  Mission  Rock. 
Kelly  started  researching  the  possibility 
of  operating  the  Mission  Rock  in  1988, 
nnd  finally  started  construction  early 
this  year. 

Tlie  process  was  not  without  some 
obstacles  along  the  way.  A  time-consu- 
ming and  expensive  one  resulted  from 
the  necessity  to  provide  public  access 
to  the  waterfront,  as  mandated  by  the 
Bay  Conservation  and  Development 
Commission  (BCUC),  which  monitors 
waterfront  usage  in  and  around  San 
I  rancisco. 

Kelly  has  named  this  originally  unplan- 
ned access  structure  "The  Irish  Wailing 


Wall."  A  large  metal  and  glass  wall,  it 
provides  visual  access  of  the  Bay  for 
the  public,  and  is  located  on  the  south- 
west side  of  the  building  where  a  chain- 
link  fence  once  stood. 

The  new  establishment  will  feature 
some  of  the  things  that  made  the  old 
resort  a  popular  spot  for  a  wide  variety 
of  people.  There  will  be  entertainment, 
pool  tables,  and  dining  alfresco.  And,  of 
course,  a  bar  or  two.  Kelly  will  be 
adding  an  early-morning  service,  fe- 
aturing coffee  and  pastries. 

For  ground-floor  diners  the  menu  in- 
cludes burgers,  individual  pizzas,  and 
salads  that  are  priced  in  the  S6  to  $1U 
range.  All  items  will  be  served  in 
boxes  for  those  who  wish  to  take  all 
or  part  of  their  meal  to  the  great  out- 
doors. 

'I'he  second  floor  will  feature  more 
formal  dining,  with  entrees  topping  out 
at  about  $15.  The  chef  is  Richard 
Crocker,  formerly  of  the  popular  res- 
taurant Boulevard.  Kelly  plans  to  open 
the  coffee  window  at  8  a.m.  and  start 
off  with  lunch  service  on  both  levels. 
Eventually,  dinner  service  will  be  added. 

Brunches  will  be  served  Saturday  and 
Sunday  from  9  a.m.  to  3  p.m.,  and  at 
4  p.m.  on  Sundays,  says  Kelly,  "It's  salsa, 
come  rain  or  shine."

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Parking  Plans  Debated 
At  UCSF  Community  Meet

parking  structure  until  we  see  that  we 
don't  need  them". 

Although  unions  representing  UCSF 
employees  had  not  previously  been  able 
to  bargain  about  parking,  it  can  now  be 
an  issue  in  contract  talks,  UCSF's  John 
Gledhill  told  The  View.  This  means 
that  workers  on  the  new  campus  will 
also  have  a  voice  in  this  issue. 

Gledhill  also  noted  that  "after  hours" 

-  evenings  and  weekends  —  some  parking 
spaces  on  the  new  campus  could  be 
available  for  a  fee  to  the  public,  inclu- 
ding spaces  for  neighbors  and  for  people 
attending  nearby  events  such  as  those 

at  the  ballpark. 

Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House 
Director  Enola  D.  Maxwell  told  the 
group,  "I  have  a  solution  to  parking 

-  hire  people  who  live  in  San  Francisco, 
particularly  Potrero  Hill  and  Bayview 
-Hunters  Point,  and  they  can  walk  to 
work." 

Spalding  emphasized  that  because 
UCSF  is  governed  by  a  statewide  body, 
the  University  of  California  Board  of 
Regents,  "we  cannot  have  a  policy  of 
designating  zipcodes  and  giving  pre- 
ferences." 

He  added  that  some  60  percent  of 
UCSF  employees  are  already  San  Fran- 
cisco residents  and  many  employees 
will  be  relocating  to  the  new  campus 
from  UCSF's  Parnassus  Heights  facility. 
"Some  of  the  hiring  will  be  to  fill  posi- 


tions that  open  up  on  Parnassus  and 
Laurel  Heights,"  which  he  called  "back- 
fill." 

If  the  various  steps  in  the  approval 
process  move  as  UCSF  representatives 
expect,  groundbreaking  on  the  new 
campus  could  take  place  as  early  as 
October,  1999.  The  construction  is 
expected  to  take  place  in  phases,  with 
the  first  parking  garage  built  "towards 
the  end  of  the  second  phase." 

UCSF  representatives  also  spoke  of 
the  campus'  design,  pointing  out  their 
intention  was  to  "concentrate  building 
entrances  around  gardens"  and  to  create 
"coUegial  spaces"  that  would  also  be 
welcoming  to  the  nearby  community. 

The  Potrero  Boosters'  Millet  stressed 
that  the  proposed  campus  was  "over- 
planted,"  and  pointed  out  that  "San 
Francisco  is  too  cold  for  putting  trees 
so  close  together  and  creating  so  much 
shade."

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Potrero  Court  Ends  Decade  of  Rentals, 
Converts  to  Condos  on  December  1

As  of  December  1,  the  132  apartments 
that  make  up  Potrero  Court  on  23rd 
Street  between  Rhode  Island  and  Kansas 
Streets  will  no  longer  be  rental  units; 
they  have  now  become  condominiums, 
with  some  90  percent  of  the  complex's 
previous  tenants  no  longer  calling  the 
development  home. 

The  buildings  now  known  as  Potrero 
Court  opened  10  years  ago  as  a  rental 
complex,  with  pubhc  bonds  to  help 
underwrite  the  initial  costs.  Because 
there  had  been  some  public  funding, 
the  city  required  that  27  of  the  132 
units  be  rented  at  below  market  rate, 
and  the  city  placed  a  deed  restriction 
on  the  property  prohibiting  the  sale  of 
any  of  the  units  for  a  lO-year  period. 

That  decade-long  deadline  has  now 


passed,  and  now  Bay  West  Properties 
(no  relation  to  the  owners  of  the  Show- 
place  Square  development,  also  called 
Bay  West)  and  Potrero  Court  Partners 
have  put  all  units  up  for  sale  as  condos. 

Project  Manager  Jon  McManus  told 
The  View  that  only  10  percent  of  the 
project's  units  had  been  pre-sold  to 
tenants  at  "a  very  slight  discount." 

Because  the  units  were  originally 
built  as  condos,  even  though  their 
sale  had  been  restricted  for  10  years, 


the  complex  was  not  covered  by  the 
city's  Condominium  Conversion  Ordi- 
nance, which  limits  the  yearly  number 
of  rental  units  that  can  be  taken  off 
the  market  to  be  turned  into  condomi- 
mums. 

Sale  prices  for  the  units.  McManus^ 
said,  are  $145,000  for  a  Jr.  One-bed- 
room/Studio;  $155,000  for  a  One-bed- 
room; $245,000  for  a  Two-bedroom, 
one-bath;  and  $300,000  for  a  three-;- 
bedroom  apartment.

OfAvrum  Rubenstein 


Avrum  Rubenstein  lived  a  life  that 
spanned  most  of  the  20th  Century.  Over 
bO  vears  he  created  an  ever-evolving 
series  of  paintings,  sculpture,  pottery  and 
jewelry  that  reflected  the  times  he  lived 
in  and  the  people— famous  and  anony- 
mous—that surrounded  him. 

Rubenstein's  montage  of  the  20th 
Century  will  be  on  display  from  January 
5  to  23,  1999  at  SOMAR  Gallery,  934 
Brannan  Street,  San  Francisco.  The  show's 
opening  reception  will  take  place  January 
7,  1999  from  5:30  to  7:30  p.m. 

Rubenstein  lived  much  of  his  life  in 
San  Francisco's  North  Beach,  where  his 
Scene  Gallery  and  Shlock  Shop  charmed 
generations. 

In  the  1950s,  at  the  height  of  North 
Beach's  "Beat"  era,  he  and  two  other 
artists  opened  the  Scene  Gallery  on  Grant 
Avenue. 

As  the  beat  and  the  60s  generation 
faded,  and  the  Scene's  doors  were  more 
often  closed  than  open,  Rubenstein 


decided  it  was  time  to  open  a  new  busi- 
ness on  Grant  Avenue,  and  the  Shlock 
Shop  was  born.  Most  San  Franciscans— 
and  many  from  far  away — will  remember 
the  Shlock  Shop  as  an  eclectic,  dusty 
hat-filled  junk  shop,  with  incense  on  the 
counter  and  jazz  in  the  air.  Rubenstein's 
children  closed  the  shop's  doors  in  1995, 
almost  a  year  after  his  death. 

Toward  the  end  of  his  life,  Rubenstein 
commenced  a  furious  schedule  of  painting, 
resulting  in  several  themed  shows — 
"Horses,"  "Nudes,"  and  "Jazz,"— 
through  the  80s  and  90s.  His  final  series 
— a  huge  array  of  self-portraits,  in 
which  he  always  sported  the  hats  for 
which  the  Shlock  Shop  became  so  famous 
—reflected  a  realization  that  his  life, 
like  the  20th  Century,  was  coming  to  an 
end. 

The  public  is  invited  to  celebrate 
that  life  and  the  legacy  Rubenstein  left 
behind  from  January  5  to  23  at  SOMAR 
Gallery.

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John  Lewis  &  Emmy 

Hill  Composer 
Wins  Emmy 


Potrero  Hill  resident  John  Lewis,  com- 
poser of  music  for  film  and  television  for 
more  than  20  years,  received  an  Emmy 
for  Best  Original  Music  at  the  regional 
Emmy  Awards  held  Oct.  24  in  Chicago. 

Originally  a  performer  of  electric 
guitar  improvisations,  Lewis  got  tired  of 
"dealing  with  tin-eared  landlords  suggest- 
ing 1  move  on,"  he  noted,  and  bought  a 
home  on  the  Hill  in  1972.  Except  for  a 
two-year  stint  with  his  wife,  Sherry 
Abrams,  teaching  English  in  Algeria  from 
'77  to  '79,  he  has  lived  here  ever  since. 

The  PBS  documentary,  foi-  which  Lewis 
won  the  Best  Music  Emmy,  "Journey  of 
Remembrance,"  also  won  an  Emmy  for 
best  documentary.  Shot  by  local  Chica- 
go PBS  producer  Tom  Siegel,  the  film 
chronicles  the  return  trip  to  Holocaust 
sites  of  two  survivors,  Lisa  and  Aron 
Derman.  and  their  dramatic  reunion  after 
50  years  with  the  Righteous  Gentile  who 
helped  them  escape. 

Lewis,  who  has  scored  music  for  docu- 
mentaries which  were  nominated  for 
Oscars  in  1977  and  1987  (and  won  in 
1987).  is  related  to  the  Dermans  through 
marriage.  He  was  surprised  by  his  award 
and  happy  that  the  documentary  is  getting 
recognition.  "!  scored  the  film  as  a 
labor  of  love,"  he  explained.  "It's  an 
important  work  and  deserves  to  be  seen 
and  remembered."
